I nan attempt to settle the max. 
omum hour, minimum wage ques¬ 
tion, G- S. C. W. and F. S. C. W* 
engaged in a debate in chapel 
Saturday morning The two girls 
who are visiting from Florida 
State College for Women, and 
who took the affirmative side of 
the question, are Miss Nelle Cald¬ 
well and Miss Betty Wynne. De¬ 
baters from G. S. C. W« were 
Mary Louise Turner and Sue 
Lindsey. 

The question as stated by Mr. 
Capel, conductor of the debate, 
was: Resolved: That Congress 
should be empowered to fix min. 
imum wages and maximum hours. 

The first speaker on the affir¬ 
mative side was Miss Caldwell. 
She made the point at the begin¬ 
ning of , her talk that , she di dnot 
include agricultural or clerical 
businesses. Presenting five major 
points, she said that there is urg¬ 
ent need for such legislation, that 
legislation could be better; admin, 
istered by the Federal govern¬ 
ment, that successful administra. 
tion of other social legislation de¬ 
pends on the passage of mininum 
hour, maximum wage legislation, 
that such legislation would create 
employment for those who are 
now unemployed, and that such a 
move would benefit the employer 
as well as the employee. En. 
larging on these topics she said 
that low wages and long houra 
necessarily meant a low standard 
of living, with death rate high, 
health endangered, no time for 
outdoor recreation, no money for 
disease prevention, inadequate 
food and clothing. She maintained 
that increase in wages and de¬ 
crease in hours would remedy the 
situation and raise the living 
standard. Miss Caldwell said that 
the Social Security Act, the Fed- 
eral Housing Act, and the Rur¬ 
al Resettlement Administration 
would depend on the final passage 
of the proposed legislation. 

The first speaker on the nega¬ 
tive side was Mary Louise Turner. 
She maintained that since it -was 
| not wages and hours that had 
caused the sit-down strikes, but 
rights of collective bargaining 
and health conditions, the passage 
of such legislation would not re- 
medy the situation nor settle the 
question. She denounced the 
change a stoo radical and abrupt, 
and unnecessary. She affirmed 
that new jobs were being created 
every day, and that machines have 
not reprived men of work, that 
limitation of machinery would' be 
a serious handicap. She said 
that there was no need to in¬ 
crease wages, because when those 
are increased everything else will 
be increased in proportion. She 
brought out the fact that wages 
in the United States are quite 
high in comparison to other coun¬ 
tries. 

Miss Betty Wynne, the second 
speaker on the affirmative side, 
maintained that the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment can better handle the 
situation than any other body, 
and that State control would not 
be suitable, since the grouping 
would necessarily be sectional. 
Miss Wynne presented a plan in 
which she attempted to show that 
congress is the logical body to en¬ 
force legislation. 

Sue Lindsey, the second speak¬ 
er for the negative side, made as 
her first point the fact that the 
granting of the right to Congress, 
would cause economic chaos, be¬ 
cause it would be unfair to thc 
small business man, and entirely
